2 smokes, to stop smoking, which comprises the step of administering 

3 to said individual a therapeutically effective amount of the 

4 phytopharmaceutical composition defined in claim 14 • 

1 Claim 34 (new) : A method of aiding an individual who 

2 smokes, to stop smoking, which comprises the step of administering 

3 to said individual a therapeutically effective amount of the 

4 phytopharmaceutical composition defined in claim 16.

Applicant wishes to reiterate her claim to the benefit of 
her Italian priority date of 12 December 2000 pursuant to 35 USC 
119 and the International Convention. A certified copy of Italian 
Patent Application Mi 2000A 002665 filed 12 December 2^00 has been 
made of record and receipt thereof has been acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Applicant has cancelled claims 1 through 13 and is 
sxibmitting new claims 14 through 34. Antecedent basis for the new 
claims may be found in the application on pages 2 through 4 and in 
the specific examples. Thus claims 14 through 34 are now in the 
application and are presented for examination. 

The grounds for rejection of original claims 5 through 8 
under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, that the claims are indefinite 
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
